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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not convincing - it is 
argued that a Markush group must include the words "consisting essentially of. Applicant appears to be correct, but the relevance of 
this is not understood; it seems to Examiner that any group that has this phrase is not a Markush group. 

It is further argued that claim 4 does not refer to a group which comprises various members. This is essentially the problem - it is 
impossible to tell whether it comprises or does not comprise the members. Applicant further points out that the claim does not refer to a 
"group"; the claim does have a group (or "set" or a "listing" or a "collection") of 6 members. As stated in the rejection, the present claim 
is similar to the common form which is referred to as a Markush group - but since it is clearly different from that common form, it is 
unclear what the difference in scope (if any) is. Applicant concludes that the language is clear - but fails to point out what it actually 
means. 

The arguments regarding the prior art rejection have been considered. The relevance of the arguments are not understood. Examiner 
saw nothing which distinctly and specifically points out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. The arguments appear to only point out that the references don't disclose the same claim limitations by using the same 
language that applicant uses. Applicant is correct in pointing out how the prior art does not read on the disclosed invention, however the 
claims are very broad, are not limited to the disclosed embodiments/results and thus do not define over the prior art for the reasons given 
in the rejection.. 
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
